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Continuation of 1 1 does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' arguments were considered but not 
found persuasive. Applicants argue that the patented claims do not recite particle size and instant claims specify the particle size of 6- 
microns to 150 microns. It is argued that prior art does not teach a result effective variable and that the claimed particle size of 60 to 150 
microns of the bioglass or bioceramic reinforcing component is contrary to conventional practice and renders unexpected benefits, such 
as greater biocompatibility and less irritation to tissue. For at least this reason, it is argued that applicant submits that claims 1-6 and 8- 
22 are not rendered obvious by the '498 patent. However, applicants arguments are not persuasive because while instant results are 
pertinent to only hydroxyapatite particles. Further, the cited *498 patent claims particles of bioglass and even though the patent fails to 
specify the size of the particles, the particle size is defined in the patent as between 2 and 200 microns. Thus, unlike applicants' 
argument, the patent does recognize a result effective variable and determining the optimum size by routine experimentation is within 
the scope of a skilled artisan. Therefore, the rejection has been maintained. Further, examiner notes that the double patenting rejection 
inadvertantly stated claims 1-6 and 8-22, and instead should read as 1-6 and 9-22, (claim 8 has been canceled) as also acknowledged 
by PTO L-326 sent with the Final action.
